NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (NYT).— 
The discovery of a 

similarity between substances 
produced by the human brain and 
by the opium poppy has opened 
up a new realm of body chem- 
istry, offering clues to the nature 
of pain, pleasure, the emotions 
and, perhaps, such matters as 
epilepsy, drug addiction and men- 
tal illness. 


The discovery, which has gen- 
erated a great deal of sclentific 
research recently, was that the 
brain and the dody‘s master gland, 
the pituitary, make their own 
natural substances thet appear to 
act like morphioe. 

During the last two years a 
whole new family of such sub- 
stances has been identified. 

They are called endorphins, a 
coined word meaning “the mor- 
phine within.”

Suarez Calls ‘Crisis’ Parley 
Of Spanish Political Parties 


MADRID, Oct, 5 (UPI).—Pre- 
mier Adolfo Suarez today asked 
the leaders of ali major political 
parties to join him in a two-day 
weekend crisis meeting to draw 
up an “emergency plan” for soly-

‘Ihe cost of 
living rose 3.2 per cent in August 
to total 20.8 per cent for the first 
eight months of the year—West- 
em Europe's highest inflation 
rate, 

Only hours before, tie labor 
unions released a study showing 
that unemployment had risen to 
10 per cent in the work force of 
13 million. The last government 
figures, relating to the month of 
June, bad put unemployment at 
roughly half that figure,

human brain and in a broad range 
of other animal species. This wide 
distribution virtually ruled out the 
Possibility that the receptors were 
@ chance phenomenon of no great 
evolutionary consequence. 

But, when they were first iden- 
tifted, the receptors were a mys- 
tery. Why should the brains of 
humans and animals have evolved 
with “locks” whose only keys were 
drugs that man would later in- 
vent? 

In 1975, Dr, John Hughes end 
Dr. Hans Kosterlitz of the Unl- 
versity of Aberdeen in Scotland 
found that the body made its own 
chemicals to fit those receptors. 
During the last two years a new 
and complex family of these 
chemicals has come to light, 
chemicals through which the 
brain orchestrates important pro- 
cesses in the body and the body 
signals its needs and experiences 
to the brain. 

The discoveries have strengthen- 
ed the view that the brain, and 
therefore the mind of man, is a 
triumph of chemistry partly bor- 
rowed from many creatures 
Spawned since the dawn of time 
and complex beyond any other 
living thing. 

‘The first of the chemicals to be 
discovered were two closely relat- 
ed substances that ‘have been 
named enkephalins, from the 
Greek word for head. They seem 
to he produced, and to act, pri- 
marily in the brain. Chemically 
they are small molecules, each 
made up of anly five amino acids, 
mee fundamental sub-units of pro- 

The endorphin family of ad- 
ditional chemicals, larger mole- 
cules found more recently, have 
‘been, found most coupiously in the 
pituitary gland which is near the 
base of the bram, The brain and

MANAGUA, Oct. 5 1WP)—In 
8 confusing turnaround of its 
carret-and-stick diplomacy in the 
area of humar rights, the Carter 
sdministration hes decided to 
withhold economic aid, while ap- 
proving military assistance, to 
Nicaragua, a country accused of 
rights violations. 

Approval of a $12 million eco- 
nomic aid package for fiscal 1977 
was deferred indefinitely last 
week by the Srate Department 
pending evidence of long-range 
improvement in the human-rights 
policies of Nicaraguan Presidert 
Anastasio Somoza. 

At the same time, the depart- 
ment decided to sign @ $2,5-mil- 
lion military assistance agreement 
with Nicaragua for the same fis- 
cal year, which ended on Friday. 

While the adminiztration in the 
Past has withheld military as- 
sistance to U.S. aid recipients ac- 
vused Of human-rights violations, 
it bas continued to fund eco- 
nomic aid programs on grounds 
that they benefit the country's 
“neediest” persons, 

An Aid First 

The Nicaragua case marks the 
first time the opposite bas hap- 
yened—that military assistance 
hhas been approved and economic 
aid withheld 

While economic-aid programs 
for other countries in Latin 
America and Africa have been 
periodically held up for human- 
Tights reasons, the Nicaraguan 
program, which consists of loans 
and grants for two projects in 
education and nutrition, was the 
only one left unsigned at the 
fiseal deadline. 

U.S. Embassy officials in Ma- 
nagua are confused by the ap- 
parent contradiction over whether 
Washington feeis the human- 
rights situation here is better, as 
the military azsistance approval 
implies, or not, as indicated by 
the economic-aid deferral. 
Sources here described Nicara- 
guan officials, who have not yet 
been officially informed of the 
decision, as unofficially “dis- 

State Department sources in 
Washington said that n> policy 
change was involved, but acknowl- 
edged that the zituation could be 
interpreted in several different 
ways. 

Military Pact Precedence 

“It does appear, 59 question 
about it," said a well-piaced 
source, “that the military agree- 
ment has taken precedence.” 

But another source close to the 
decisions, made by an_ inter- 
agency State Department group 
headed by Deputy Secretary War- 
ren Christopher, sald that “on 
the basis of our reasoning, we 
thought it was the right thing 
to do.”

Bilateral economic aid projects 
requested for a certain fiscal 
year by the gency for Inter- 
national Development can be 
deferred into the next year 
without necessarily killing the 
projects.

Banned in Kenya 


NAIROBI, Oct. 5 (AP).—Kenya 
yesterday reduced neighboring 
Uganda's external trade links by 
banning Ugandan vehicles from 
pessing through the country. 

‘The move, announced by the 
Ministry of Power and Commu- 
nications, was in Tetaliation for 
a similar ban by Ugandan 
President Idi Amin last week. 

Since Thursday Uganda has 
panned all foreign vehicles of 
more than 35 tons irom using 
Ugandan roads on the grounds 
that they are tearing up the 
highways. Uganda uses road and 
Tail Unks from the Kenyan port 
of Mombasa for vital gasuline 
and other heavy imports.

About 90 convicted or suspected 
terrorists are now affected by the 
new law, which allows authorities 
to deny prisoners all contact with 
each other or outside visitors for 
renewable 30-day periods in on 
emergency,

The New Beirut Rich: Ex-Looter. 


By Joe Alex Morris Jr. 

BEIRUT, Oct. 5.—A conser- 
vatively dressed middle-class 
Lebanese in 


London recently found herself 
sharing the elevator at Har- 
rods, the department store, 
with a flashy and expensively 
dressed Middle Eeastern woman. 
Taking 8 closer look, she 
recognized her as a Kurdish 
neighbor from Kantarl Street, 
Beirut, which was an urban 
battlefield during the war. 


The last time the woman had 
seen her, she—along with much 
Bf the Kurdish community from 
a neighboring slum—was loot- 
lng an apartment building. 

That rags-to-riches story is 
one of thousands that were 
Spawned by the civil war here, 
18 months of conflict during 
which there was a complete 
breakdown of law and order. 


Millions Plundered 


The total value of stolen 
goods end property will never 
be known, partly because of 
the Oriental tendency to hide 
wealth, But it runs well into 
the millions of dollars, accord- 
ing to informed observers here. 

Much of the looting was done 
by local gangs, such as the 
Eantari Street crowd to which 
the Kurdish woman belonged. 
Some were well organized—13 
aanks were looted. 

The biggest of these was the 
British Bank of the Middle 
Bast, where safe-deposit vaults 


were so Skillfully opened that 
it is believed that expert Ital 
fan safecrackers were brought 
in for the job. The bank says 
it cannot estimate the loss, but 
observers put it at a minimum 
of $8 million. 

Some of the victims were 
more fortunate than others. 
One Western correspondent 
whose possessions were in the 
Beirut port when it finally 
closed came back months later 
and asked the Christian Phmal- 
ange to find his belongings. To 
his surprise, they found some 
of his goods—including the top 
τὰ his dining table, but not the 
legs. 

Loot Recovered 

There wos the Armenian 
woman whose apartment was 
looted. She was inconsclable, 
even though her friends told 
her repeatedly that, after all, 
it was only furniture. 

Some time later, she visited 
the home of some Armenian 
newlyweds in Aleppo, northern 
Syria, There, she saw her fur- 
nilure. Her joy was unbounded. 
Her embarrassed hosts, who 
had bought it innocently 
epough, offered to return it. 
But the woman sald they could 
have it. 

Then she went straight to a 
certain chair, ripped open the 
Seat cover and pulled out a 
huge wad of bank notes.

The President's optimistic appraisal of the 
prospects for a second-stage SALT agree- 
ment, his assertion that this country would 
even be willing to reduce its nuclear weapons 
by half “on a reciprocal hasis" and ‘his state- 
ment on the use of nuclear weapons were 
attention-getters. But his discussion of re- 
lated Issues was more audacious, considering 
the nature of the audience. To talk about 
nuclear nonproliferation, the curbing of con- 
ventional arms sales and a comprehensive 
ban on nuclear testing is to challenge the 
strategies and ambitions of a very large part 
of the UN membership. Mr. Carter was dis- 
tinctive and clear on the subject of so-called 
“peaceful” nuclear explosions: “My country 
believes that the time has come to end all 
explosions of nuclear devices, πὸ matter 
what their claimed justification ..." Only 
8 few weeks ago. in connection with inter- 
national fears that South Africa was on the 
verge of exploding a nuclear device, the 
French foreign minister made the same point 
bruntly—ie, that there is no such thing as 
a peaceful explosion. That this view is gain- 
ing credence and being explicitly made these 
days is a very promising development. 

It was, however, on the subject of curbing 
the spread of nuclear weapons that Mr. 
Carter spoke with the greatest intensity. He 
addressed some of the cyniclam and confu- 
sion that surround the subject and took the 
trouble to try to explain why he thought lt 


was not too Iate to control the dangerous 
technologies or to prevent the proliferation 
of nuclear arsenals. Mr. Carter was speak- 
ing to an audience composed mainly of rep- 
resentatives of developing nations, and many 
of them have objected strenuously to the 
efforts of a small group of industrialized 
nuclear-supplier countries to agree among 
themselves on a code of restraints that will 
make the commerce in nuclear energy mate- 
rlals less risky, less likely to give the buyers 
of such materials the option for a bomb as 
part of the bargain. Nonetheless, the Pres- 
ident insisted that this suppliers group 
should continue to meet until Jt has com- 
pleted its work and fulfilled what he regards 
as its obligation. He spoke out for “full- 
Scope comprehensive safeguards,” which im- 
plies 4 measure of control of nuclear plant 
and fuel that many importing countries do 
not think they should have to put up with. 
And once again he made his pitch for alter- 
natives to the plutonium fuel cycle, “alterna- 
tive fuel cycles that can be managed safely 
on a global basis.” 
* * * 


To be sure—and fittingly, since the setting 
was the United Nations—Mr. Carter was 
dealing only in words here. There are surely 
some questions about the rate at which this 
administration is fulfilling its stated goals 
concerning curbs on U.S. sales of conven- 
tional armaments abroad, and also questions 
concerning the President's own fortitude on 
the proliferation issue. In parts of his ad- 
ministration in the past several months 
there had been an appreciable slacking of 
the anti-proliferation effort. For that rea- 
son especially it was heartening that 
Mr. Carter spoke at such length and with 
such obvious conviction about his commit- 
ment to halt the spread of nuclear arsenals. 
We are thinking not just of his UN audience, 
ut also of some of the recalcitrant folk in 
his own government, when we say there are 
times when speeches matter.

Measuring Helsinki at Belgrade 


A steady stream of reports will reach -us 
over the next few months from the “Review 
Conference on the Conference on Security 
and Cooperation in Europe.” which opened 
Tuesday in Belgrade. Tike purpose of Bel- 
grade is to assess Heisinki. =here the original 
conference cuiminsied ou Aug. 1. 1975, in a 
set of accords then oniy dimiy understood. 
With the hindsight galned over the past two 
years we can digest the coming reports— 
though not the title of the conference—if 
two things are kept In mind.

First, this is a European production. The 
United States and the Soviet Union are only 
two—-albelt an important two—of 35 par- 
ticipating nations. Second, the Belgrade 
meeting coincides with a period of intense 
engagement between the United States and 
Soviet Union on other issues, notably a new 
strategic arms pact and a Geneva confer- 
ence on the Middie East. There are thus 
Tunits of both policy and prudence on the 
extent to which the United States should use 
the Belgrade proceedings to condemn the 
Russians for thelr record on human rights. 

The European nature of the process that 
gave rise to the Helsinki accords places par- 
ticular limits on U.S. action. The Confer- 
ence on Security and Cooperation was the 
first diplomatic happening since ‘World 
War II to bring together all the states of 
Europe—members of NATO and of the War- 
saw Pact and neutrals. More than any other 
event, it showed that detente was a multi- 
lateral affair, not simply a matter of accords 
between Washington and Moscow. And it 
emphasized the links among military secur- 
ity, economic cooperation and the openness 
of societies—the so-called “three baskets" of 
Helsinki. Each enhances the others. 

In the human rights area, it was the West 
Europeans, rather than the Americans, who 
pressed hardest at Helsinki to assure that 
the Final Act would contain explicit stand- 
ards for wider human contacts and 2 greater 


flow of information and cultural exchange 
against which performance might be measur- 
ed. Since then, the Carter administration 
has taken the lead in defining human rights 
as an international issue of vital importance. 
But the West Huropeans probably know bet- 
ter the degree to which pressing the Soviet 
Union and its allies helps to build a more 
secure Europe. The challenge to the Western 
delegates at Belgrade is to strike the right 
‘balance between putting Moscow in the dock 
and letting it off the hook—between seeking 
explanations and redress for specific cases 
of human-rights abuse, and taking so gen- 
eral an approach as to supply no impetus 
for further change. 

Whether or not they foresaw the conse- 
quences, the signers at Helsinki set in motion 
ἃ process by' which the domestic affairs of 
the nations of Burope and North America 
became a legitimate concern to 811 the others. 
One achievement at Helsinki was the Final 


‘Act's stipulation of objectives in all three 


“baskets” of concern; one weakness was its 
failure to say anything about the rate at 
which progress might be expected. The 
delegates at Belgrade should not only seek 
an accounting of what has happened in the 
past two years but also attempt to lay down 
practical targets for the next review confer- 
ences, whose date they are to set.

This process of periodic review is a power- 
ful engine for change. All over Eastern Eu- 
rope, it has prompted ad hoc groups of cit- 
izens to menitor the compliance of thelr 
Communist governments. In almost every 
instance, governments have responded with 
repression, but not without distress at home 
and embarrassment abroad. The two are 
intimately related; the more embarrassment 
abroad, the less likely repression at home. 
That is what makes Helsinki so important, 
and why low-keyed persistence is so impor- 
tant at Belgrade and after.

(and I am only talking about 
hhuman rights). Every person serv-

On the Sudden Soviet-U.S. Thaw

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AGENCY OF FEAR

Ἂ seems that when Richard and 
all the Uttle Nixons sat down 
in the White House in January. 
1969, to figure out how to stop 
crime in time for the 1972 re- 
election campaign, they had to 
be reminded by Attorney General 
Mitchell to hold their rhetorical 
horses. The federal government, 
Mitchell pointed out, simply 
hadn't the powers or the jurisdic- 
tion to do much about the kinds 
of crime—homicide, assault, mug- 
ging, robbery and burglary—that 
worried most Americans. 

This was 8 major incon- 
venience. And so it became mec 
essary to invent the Great Her- 
on Menace in order to have 
something for the government to 
declare war on. 

For a war on heroin involving 
half a dozen agencies of the 
federal government to make 
sense, certain assumptions had 
to be true. These assumptions in- 
cluded: (1) Addicts were respon- 
sible for most street crime, to 
feed their escalating habits. (2) 
Addiction itself was increasing 
dramatically. (3) Stop heroin 
traffic, and the statistics on crime 
would loak a lot better. (4) Any- 
thing was permissible—breaking 
snd entering, wiretapping. Inter- 
nal Revenue Service harassment, 
messing up American foreign 
policy, even assassination—lf it 
could be seen to help the cause. 

None of these assumptions was 
true. Addicts are responsible for 
only a small fraction of street 
crime. Addiction was actually de- 
creasing in the late 1960s. When 
heroin is unavailable, addicts 
switch to some other drugs; 
criminal business goes on ἂ5 
usual. And the laws of the Unit- 
ed States weren't made to de 
broken by presidents because of 
campaign promises, 

Nevertheless, the war went for- 
ward, to exactly no effect. It 
ranged from IRS audits of sus- 
pected traffickers, thereby frecz- 
ing their assets and moking pos- 
sible “Jeopardy judgments” with- 
out a trial, to the “no-knock” 
nighttime invasions of the homes 
of innocent citizens in Collins~ 
ville, IH. It obliged Turkey to stop 
planting poppies, thus opening up 
the market for Indian and 
Southeast Asian oplum. It even 
employed a “sniffer” to smell out 
heroin “labs” in France, Listen: 

“Dr. Piret worked out the an- 
ticlpated wind plumes and the 
frequency of the fumes. Then, in 
1971, the sniffer, concealed in a 
brand-new Volkswagen camper 
with a snorkel mounted on its 
roof, rolled into Marsellles, An 
American agent drove this not 
entirely inconspicuous sniffer 
through the streets, while another 
agent inside charted all the beep 
signals on a street map. Unfor- 
tunately, the signals given out by 
the acetic acid being sought were 
indistinguishable from the odor 
frequency of salad.” They de- 
tected all the restaurants in Mar- 
seilles. 

But Edward Jay Epstein !s up 
to more than writing ἃ book on 
misteken assumptions. Epstein— 
whose other books include “In- 
quest" (on the Warren Commis-
